The accident occurred at Maple ave-
nue and Church read.

J., driver of the ear, Martin stepped
from behind n trolley car directly In
the path of the meter, which knocked
him down and ran ever his body.

McGuckln, unnerved by the accident,
was unnble te operate his car and he
told Cniutlen police later he hailed seven
motorcars In nn attempt te have the
boy taken le the hospital.
